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REMARKS 

In the Acdon <U,ed September 25, 2003, tee Bx^mer ha. ejected cWm, wo. ^ ,5 
U.S.C. § 103(a). as bemg unpatentable over SckmiA « al . United States Patent No. 6. 101,608. 
in view otKa^e^a. European Patent Pub,. No. 502744 A2. Ttm rejection is respeotftlly 



traversed. 



As noted in the present specification at page 9. lines 14 et seq.. the cuirent application is 
directed to a technique for connecting a computer to a network whereby upon receipt of a 
predetemnned packet fton. the network, the con^uter system is awakened and a persistent 
display of that fact is provided so that a user may be able to recognize that execution of a so- 
called 'Vake on Ian" operation has been carried out or attempted. 

In response to Applicant's previous submission, the Examiner has withdrawn the prior 
rejections and that withdrawal is gratefully acknowledged. 

In the present rejection, the Examiner relies upon Schmidt et al. for its teaching of a 
remote wake-up of a computer over a network, but notes that Schmidt et al. fails to show or 
suggest in any way the utilization of a dedicated display to indicate receipt of the predetermined . 
wake-up packet. 

In recognition of this shortfall, the Examiner cites Kamezay^a for its teaching of an LCD 
display Which the Examiner believes indicates the presence of a wake-up operation by an 
indication signal, citing column 3, lines 20-32. 

Applicant respectfully urges the Examiner to consider that Kameza^a merely teaches a 
display device which may be placed in a sleep mode in order to increase the life span of the 
display device. The "indication signal" described within Kameza^a is an electn>nic signal which 
is delivered by a microprocessor unit onto a liquid crystal display control bus 17, which is 
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utilized » eiaer p.ac= fte display i„ a steep mode or a walre mode. While « may be arg,.d a,a. 
fte p,^„ee of display in a wake mode ca„ be said ,0 indicate .eceip. of a prede,e™i„ed 
wak^op packe,. AppUcan, ,^,e,Mly urges the Examiner ,0 «.3id.r Aa. an indication ^ fte 
Oisplay is ei«,er turned on or ™n.ed oft o^no, consfi«..e an indication of ti,e receipt of a 
predetennined walce-up pacta for a computer which is deUveted over a networit as a., fotfl, 
expt^ly Within the claims of the present application. Further, any combination of A.^. 
With ^« e, ai wiU merely result, in the opinion of *e AppUcan, in a computer which may 
be temotely awakened via a ne^.ork and in which ttte dfaplay of the computer is either tumed on 
or turned off as a result of Uie state of the wake-up signal. 

The claim, in the present application are expressly directed to the persistent display of 
receipt of a predetennined wake-up packet utilising a dedicated display and, in the opinion of the 
AppUcant. the ability ,„ remotely enable or disable a h,uid crystal display does not in any way 
or sugge« the provision of a persistent display of receipt of a predetennined wake-up 
packet at set fo,*b within the present claims. Conse,uen«y. Apphcan, ur^es that claims I-IO 
deflne patentable subject matter over this combination of refetences and withdrawal of the 
Examiner's rejection and passage of this plication to issue is resp«tfully requested.
